The 2008 presidential election was one for the record books. More than twenty months before the November 4th voting day, 
candidates from both parties had thrown their names in the ring.

Many analysts thought that the 
race would go until the Democratic National Convention, held in Denver, but Barack Obama came out victorious. With a struggling 
economy and two wars in the Middle East, American citizens were looking for answers. Senator Barack Obama campaigned on the 
message of "Change you can believe in," while Senator John McCain chose "Country first." 

As the election heated up, McCain selected Governor Sarah Palin as his running mate to bring a fresh look on policies. On the 
Democratic side, Joe Biden was picked for his foreign policy experience. Throughout the village of Ottawa Hills, election fever was 
in high spirit, as felt nation-wide with the record number of registered voters who came out for the election. Many students at the 
school did their part to help their candidate get elected. From the left and right side of the political spectrum, students wore shirts 
displaying their favorite presidential hopeful.
